Dedication  Ceremony  Held  For  Chinatown  Gateway 


Almost  six  years  after  the 
Republic  of  China  first  pre¬ 
sented  Boston  Chinatown  with 
the  ceramic  roof  tiles  and  stone 
carvings  which  were  to  form  the 
basis  of  the  Chinatown  Gate¬ 
way,  a  ribbon  cutting  ceremony 
signaling  the  dedication  and 
near  completion  of  the  authentic 
36- feet  high,  double-roofed  pai- 
lou  at  the  east  end  of  Beach  St. 
was  held  August  22  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  August  Moon 
Festival. 

Referring  to  the  many  delays 
which  plagued  construction  of 
the  ceremonial  gate,  Peter 
Chan,  a  former  Chinatown  Little 
City  Hall  manager  and  master 
of  ceremony  at  the  dedication, 
quipped,  “We’re  not  cutting 
red  tape  today,  but  cutting  a 
beautiful  red  ribbon  sjnnboliz- 
ing  the  dedication  of  the 
Chinatown  Gateway,  entrance 
to  Chinatown  and  preservation 
of  a  unique  cultural  heritage.” 

K.C.  Tung,  director  of  the 
New  York  office  of  Taiwan’s 
Coordinating  Council  for  North 
American  Affairs,  remarked, 
“Boston  is  known  for  its 
cosmopolitan  heritage  and  the 
Chinese  people  have  played  an 
important  part  in  that  heritage. 
The  relationship  between  the 
people  of  Boston  and  people  of 
China  has  traditionally  been 
cordial.  We  donated  the  mater¬ 
ial  for  the  Gateway  for  the  1976 
Bicentennial  celebration  in  or¬

der  to  acknowledge  your  friend¬ 
ship.” 

State  Representative  Salva¬ 
tore  DiMasi  stated,  “We  hope 
the  gateway  wiU  symbolize  the 
future  prosperity  of  Chinatown 
and  serve  as  a  reminder  of  the 
goals  we  must  achieve  for  the 
people  of  Chinatown.” 

Efforts  to  erect  the  China¬ 
town  Gateway  in  the  past  were 
thwarted  by  a  number  of 
problems.  The  Boston  Redevel¬ 
opment  Authority  expanded  the 
project  to  include  renovation  of 
the  park  adjacent  to  the  gate  on 


Hudson  St.  This  caused  the  cost 
of,  the  project  to  soar  threefold, 
and  meanwhile,  city  funds 
allocated  to  the  Gateway  mys¬ 
teriously  disappeared. 

International  politics  also 
played  a  role  in  the  history  of 
the  Gateway.  In  1977,  when  the 
U.S.  sought  improved  relations 
with  the  People’s  Republic  of 
China,  its  relations  with  Taiwan 
deteriorated.  Consequently, 
private  funding  sources  for  the 
project  sought  federal  assur¬ 
ance  that  it  was  alright  to 
proceed  with  construction  of  the

Gateway.  More  recently,  main¬ 
land  China  officials  reportedly 
asked  Mayor  Kevin  White  to 
request  local  community  lead¬ 
ers  to  omit  a  plaque  which 
acknowledges  the  structure  as  a 
gift  from  the  Republic  of  China, 
but  the  local  leaders  refused. 

More  practical  problems, 
such  as  a  tangle  of  electrical 
cables  under  the  streets  and 


broken  roof  tiles  which  had  to 
be  replaced  also  contributed  to 
the  delay. 

Also  speaking  at  the  ribbon 
cutting  ceremony  were  Bill 
Chin,  president  of  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Assoc¬ 
iation,  Lowell  Richards,  Boston 
city  treasurer,  and  City  Coun¬ 
cilor  Fred  Langone. 


License  Denied  For  Amusement  Arcade  Near  Chinatown

The  Boston  Licensing  Board 
August  12  rejected  a  local 
businessman’s  application  to 
set  up  an  amusement  arcade 
between  Chinatown  and  the 
Combat  Zone,  a  proposal  which 
has  drawn  heavy  opposition 
from  the  community. 

Owen  Fong,  Jr.,  owner  and 
operator  of  40  Beach  Street 
Associates,  appeared  before  the 
board  the  previous  day  seeking 
a  license  to  install  and  operate 
40  video  games  and  20  pinball 
machines  in  a  room  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  Shopper’s  Garage  at 
40  Beach  St.  Over  two  dozen 
commimity  representatives  and 
city  officials  also  were  on  hand 
to  testify  against  the  proposed 
arcade. 

Daniel  Leary,  Fong’s  attor¬ 
ney,  charged  opponents  with 
“overreacting”  when  they  ex¬ 
pressed  concern  that  the  arcade 
would  encoureige  youth  to  waste 
their  time  and  money,  would 
elevate  the  noise  level  and 
pedestrian  traffic,  would  foster 


crime  and  draw  “undesirables” 
from  the  Combat  Zoite,  would 
increase  conflict  and  would 
occupy  commercial  space  which 
is  scarce  in  the  community  and 
could  be  put  to  better  use. 

Representative  Salvatore  Di¬ 
Masi  noted  that  two  other 
existing  arcades  in  the  district 
have  given  rise  to  numerous 
complaints  by  neighborhood 
residents  of  assaults,  increased 
noise  levels  and  children  spend¬ 
ing  too  much  time  in  the 
amusement  centers.  “In  China¬ 
town  we  have  a  community 
which  has  really  made  some 
strides  against  crime  of  the 
Combat  Zone  and  institutional 
expansion . .  .  This  particular 
type  of  use  will  not  fit  in  very 
well  with  a  residential  commu¬ 
nity.”  He  urged  the  board  to 
think  in  terms  of  “protection  of 
the  elderly  of  Chinatown  and 
the  youth  in  the  community  as  a 
whole.” 

Deputy  Superintendent  Jo¬ 
seph  Saia  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department  contended  the  ai- 
cade  would  provide  a  place  of 


refuge  for  prostitutes  seeking  to 
evade  arrest  during  “police 
sweeps”  in  the  Combat  Zone, 
concluding  “the  people  don’t 
want  it,  the  police  don’t  want 
it.” 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  a  group 
of  Chinatown  residents,  Ruth 
Moy,  executive  director  of  the 
Greater  South  Cove  Golden  Age 
Center,  said,  “They  are  fearful 
that  children  will  spend  their 
allowance  money  there.  And 
when  people  need  money  to 
support  their  habit,  and  this 
does  become  a  habit,  they  will 
resort  to  muggings.”  Steve 
Chin,  assistant  pastor  of  the 
Chinese  Evangelical  Associa¬ 
tion,  echoed  Moy’s  belief  that 
the  “games  can  be  very  addic¬ 
tive  for  youth  in  terms  of  time 
and  money.  ’  ’ 

In  presenting  another  pers¬ 
pective,  Francis  Chang,  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  the  l^uth  Cove 
Community  Health  Center, 
stated,  “(Although)  I  don’t 
believe  video  games  foster 
anti-social  behavior  by  itself.  .  . 
video  doesn’t  provide  an)rthing 


for  people  except  a  place  to 
be.  ’  He  added,  I  don  t  believe 
that  people  ought  to  be  placat¬ 
ed”-  at  a  time  when  the 
community  has  lost  community 
services  and  training  and  is 
concerned  with  such  basics  as 
housing,  shelter  and  how  to 
survive. 

Ed  Crotty,  program  coordina¬ 
tor  for  the  Chinese  American 
Civic  Association,  testified, 
“We’re  talking  about  a  com¬ 
munity  that  has  been  heavily 
encroached  upon  and  not  much 
of  an  area  for  the  community  to 
grow  in.  It  would  be  a  very 
deleterious  use  of  an  economic 
area. 

“Already  too  many  programs 
have  been  stripped  away,  and 
it’s  hard  enough  to  develop 
constructive  ways  to  utilize  idle 
time  caused  by  program  cut¬ 
backs.  We’re  tall^g  about  60 
machines;  it’s  just  not  time,  but 
the  extraordinary  economic  im¬ 
pact  .  .  .  This  is  not  the  time  to 
approve  something  of  this  mag¬ 
nitude.” 

Winnie  Tang,  executive  dir¬ 


ector  of  the  Chinese  Consoli¬ 
dated  .  Benevolent  Association . 
concuri'ed,  “The  Shopper’s 
Garage  took  three  years  to 
renovate,  and  we  hoped  that  it 
would  be  put  to  constructive  use 
by  extension  of  Chinatown 
business  into  that  area.”  She 
further  argued  that  the  arcade 
would  give  rise  to  vtmdalism  of 
cars  parked  in  the  garage  and 
that  it  would  create  trouble  for 
garment  workers  in  the  area. 

In  response  to  concerns  ex¬ 
pressed  by  the  community, 
Leary  countered,  “Don’t  blame 
the  video  machines.  If  a  person 
Is  going  to  steal,  they’re  going 
to  steal,  whether  it  be  for  a  six 
pack  or  cigarettes.” 

Others  testifying  in  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  license  application 
included  representatives  of  the 
Intemationi  Ladies  Garment 
Workers  Union  and  the  Chinese 
Economic  Development  Council 
and  members  of  the  City 
Council.  The  South  Cove  YMCA 
and  'Tufts  New  England  Medical 
Center  also  submitted  letters  in 
opposition. 


Senator  Kennedy  To  Speak  At  Health  Center's 
Tenth  Anniversary  Banquet

This  yeeu"  is  the  tenth  anni¬ 
versary  of  one  of  Chinatown’s 
most  successful  community  pro¬ 
jects,  the  South  Cove  Com¬ 
munity  Health  Center.  To  cele¬ 
brate,  a  special  banquet  will  be 
held  on  October  5,  at  the  China 
Pearl  Restaurant. 

Senator  Edward  M.  Ken¬ 
nedy.  Honorary  Banquet  Chair¬ 
man,  will  speak  at  the  dinner 
recognizing  many  of  the  Health 
Center’s  dedicated  workers  and 
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friends.  Twenty- five  local  busi¬ 
ness  and  civic  leaders  (both 
from  within  and  outside  of 
Chinatown)  are  serving  on  the 
Anniversary  Committee. 

In  1972,  a  group  of  com¬ 
munity  volunteers  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Chinese- 
American  Civic  Association 
opened  Boston  Chinese  Com¬ 
munity  Health  Services  in  a 
storefront  at  197-199  Harrison 
Avenue.  Health  Center  Execu¬ 
tive  Director  Francis  H.  Chang 
recalls  that  before  the  clinic 


opened,  most  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  went  to  the  emergency 
room  of  Tufts-New  England 
Medical  Center  for  health  care. 
While  T-NEMC  had  no  inter¬ 
preters  for  Chinese-speaking 
patients,  the  new  clinic  was 
committed  to  providing  bilin- 
gual/bicultural  primary  health 
care  that  community  people 
could  afford. 

The  demand  for  South  Cove’s 
services  grew  far  faster  them 
anyone  expected.  The  Health 
Center  soon  outgrew  the  store¬ 


front  and  moved  into  the  new 
Quincy  Community  School  com¬ 
plex.  During  the  past  ten  years, 
the  Health  Center  has  earned  a 
national  reputation  for  high 
quedity  health  and  mental 
health  care,  while  serving  more 
than  17,000  working  class  As¬ 
ians  in  the  Greater  Boston  area 
said  Chang. 

According  to  Medical  Direc¬ 
tor  Dr.  Doris  N.  Wong,  because 
South  Cove  is  the  only  Asian 
bilingual/bicultural  health  cen¬ 
ter  in  Boston,  it  offers  services 


for  the  whole  family.  “Most  of 
our  patients  don’t  feel  comfor¬ 
table  using  other  health  ser¬ 
vices  where  they  can’t  com¬ 
municate  directly  with  the  doc¬ 
tor.  We  try  to  offer  as  many 
services  as  possible,  so  that  the 
patients  can  use  whichever  ones 
they  need.” 

The  Health  Center  provides 
over  twenty  medical,  dental, 
mental  health  and  social  ser¬ 
vices,  and  its  seventy  staff  n<iw

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YMCA  Seeks  To  Expand  Programs 
With  Construction  Of  New  Facility

An  in-depth  study  examining 
the  feasibility  of  erecting  a  new 
recreational  facility  in  China¬ 
town  represents  the  South  Cove 
YMCA’s  first  step  toward  de¬ 
veloping  and  enlarging  its  ath¬ 
letic,  social  and  educational 
programs,  according  to  Ron 
Yee,  executive  director  of  the  Y. 

The  new  plan,  estimated  at 
$15  million,  calls  for  the  cons¬ 
truction  of  a  major  athletic 
facility  which  includes  two  to 
three  gymnasiums,  a  Nautilus 
center  and  a  steam  sauna,  Yee 
seiid.  In  addition,  it  will  look  into 
the  initial  development  of  edu¬ 
cational  programs,  primarily 
career-orientation  courses,  to 
provide  for  the  large  number  of 
clientele  who  are  in  college  or 
are  college-bound,  and  social 
programs,  mainly  child  care 
facilities. 

Yee  jwinted  out  that  in  terms 
of  land  usage,  the  overriding 
factor  in  the  feasibihtv  study,  it 
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appears  unreasonable  to  occupy 
the  entire  area  under  considera- 
Uon  with  a  recreational  facility. 
Rather,  m  a  community  beset 
by  a  housing  shortage,  a  more 
practical  way  to  make  use  of  the 
is  to  combine  a  recreational 
facility  with  housing.  Conse¬ 
quently,  project  developers  are 
investigating  the  possiblity  of 
including  market-rate  housing 
and/ or  commercial  space  in  the 
prtmosed  building.  The  land 
under  consideration,  .Urban  Re¬ 
newal  Parcel  Rl,  is  bound  by 
Tyler,  Harvard  and  Hudson  Sts. 

Today,  the  Y  is  strictly  an 
athletic  facility.  Its  eur  struc¬ 
ture,  located  at  54  Tyler  St., 
completed  ten  years  ago  and 
originally  intended  to  be  a 
temporary  facility,  contains  a 
gymnasium,  showers,  a  rest¬ 
room  and  drop-in  center.  The 
central  building  holds  adminis¬ 
trative  offices,  while  the  oldest 
building,  completed  in  1914, 
provides  housing  for  19  elderly 
men. 

Unlike  most  YMCA’s,  South 
Cove’s  center  is  often  open  until 
1:00  or  2:00  a.m.  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  large  segment  of  the 
community  engaged  in  late 
night  work.  In  addition,  it  offers 
daytime  use  to  Tufts  New 
England  Medical  Center,  which 
has  no  recreational  facilities  of 
its  own  in  the  community.

Chinatown  Agencies  Provide  Counseling  On  Low  Interest  Mortgages 


The  Chinese  American  Civic  Association  and  Chinese 
Consoudated  Benevolent  Association  will  offer  counseling  to  Asian 
homebuyers  on  the  recently  instituted  low-interest  mortgage 
program  made  available  by  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance 
Agency  s  (MHFA)  Office  of  Single  Family  Programs. 

The  two  Chinatown  organizations  have  worked  with  local  banks 
to  set  aside  high-priority  loans  to  Asian  homebuyers  being  referred 
by  these  organizations.  Some  of  the  participating  banks  are: 
Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston,  Bank  of  New  Englemd,  Provident 
Institution  for  Savings,  Boston  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank  and  the 
First  American  Bank  for  Savings.  In  total,  these  banks  have  set 
aside  over  $1  million  to  Asian  homebuyers.

This  means  that  special  efforts  will  be  made  to  make  loans  within 
these  federally  targeted  ^eas  to  improve  the  housing  stock  and 
homeownership  possibilities.  For  a  listing  of  all  the  target  areas, 
inquire  at  the  agencies  offering  counseling  services. 

Beginning  September  1,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
has  made  available  $189  million  in  low-interest  mortgage  money  to 
an  estimated  5,000  first-time  homebuyers.  The  money  is  raised  by 
th'e  MHFA  through  bond  sales,  and  loans  are  made  through 

approximately  lOO  banks  across  the  state. 

Loans  are  available  at  13.7%  interest  for  a  term  of  30  years.  A 
5%  minimum  downpayment  is  required.  If  the  down-payment  is 
less  than  30%  of  the  property  value,  the  borrower  is  required  to 
purchase  private  mortgage  insurance.  There  may  be  other 
processing  fees  charged  by  the  banks,  and  origination  and  discount 
fees  may  not  exceed  2%  of  the  mortgage  loan. 

To  be  eligible,  the  borrower  must  be  a  first-time  homebuyer,  and 
cannot  have  had  an  ownership  interest  in  property  in  at  least  3 
yeeu-s.  'The  borrower  must  also  have  a  good  credit  rating  and  have 
the  ability  to  make  monthly  mortgage  payments.  This  means  that  a 
borrower’s  monthly  payment  of  principal,  interest,  taxes,  mortgage 
insurance  emd  other  escrow  payments  (e.g.  condominium  fees) 
cannot  exceed  28%  of  a  borrower’s  gross  monthly  income.  A 
borrower’s  monthly  housing  costs  plus  monthly  expenses  on  all 
debts  cannot  exceed  36%  of  the  gross  monthly  income.

Excuse  me  if  I  rave  wildly  about  this 
new  Asian  American  magazine.  It’s  true 
I  am  one  of  many  advisors  and 
contributors  across  the  country  with  a 
spiritual  stake  in  its  success.  It’s  also 
true  that  you  should  run  out  now  and 
buy  your  own  copy  of  Volume  I  Number 
1,  because  after  you’ve  read  it  you’ll 
certainly  want  to  keep  it.  If  the  supply 
runs  out  before  you  do.  Volume  I 
Number  2  will  arrive  later  this  month. 

The  first  thing  you’ll  notice  is  the  price 
($3.00),  slightly  higher  them  the  average 
commercial  magazine  packed  with  some 
150  pages  of  advertisements.  Your  next 
remark  might  well  be,  “This  must  have 
cost  more  than  $3.00  to  print!’’  Inside  a 
boldly  pretty  cover  is  a  clean,  64-page 
layout  with  an  array  of  original  graphics 
by  artists  like  Wes  Senzaki,  L^n  Sun 
and  Janet  Tsubamoto  (artistic  directors 
for  East  Wind).  The  journal  balances 
personal  commentary,  historical  analy¬ 
sis,  creative  expression  and  current 
issues  with  dexterity.  The  tone  through¬ 
out  is  a  blend  of  sixties  optimism  and 
eighties  insight. 

The  suggestion  of  the  sixties  is 
well-based.  East  Wind  emerges  from  a 
tradition  of  late  sixties/eeirly  seventies 
Asian  American  publications.  An  editor¬ 
ial  board  of  25  writers  and  activists 
includes  Lawson  Inada  (one  of  our 
earliest  Asian  American  poets  in  modern 
times),  Bruce  Iwasaki  (formerly  of  LA’s 
Gidra  newspaper).  Rocky  Chin  (New 


Excuse  Me  If  I  Rave 


York’s  Bridge  magazine),  and  Editor-in 
-Chief  Eddie  Wong  (Roots:  An  Asian 
American  Reader  and  Getting  Together 
newspaper).  Eddie  Wong’s  introduction 
to  the  magEizine  recalls  “those  wild  and 
bodacious^’  sixties  and  intones,  “The 
days  of  the  early  Asian  Movement  have 
passed  into  history,  but  we  will  never 
forget  what  brought  us  together  and 
continue  to  leeum  from  those  struggles.’’ 

East  Wind  is  proof  that  we  have 
learned.  A  wealth  of  experience  and  the 
urgency  of  present  concerns  have  built 
an  impressive  national  network  behind 
this  magazine,  from  the  Hawaiian 
Isleuids  to  Boston  Chinatown.  The  design 
work  and  the  scope  of  its  contents  reflect 
a  deepening  unity  of  aesthetics  and 
politics  characteristic  of  the  Asian 
American  movement  of  the  eighties. 

In  a  series  of  autobiographical  sketch¬ 
es  of  Asian  America  activists,  San 
Francisco-based  Wes  Senzaki  discusses 
the  zutist’s  relationship  to  the  commun¬ 
ity.  “We’re  not  working  in  isolation,’’  he 
writes.  “We’re  working  with  other 
artists  and  organizations  in  the  context 
of  a  community,  and  it’s  a  process  of 
constant  sharing.’’  Senzaki  traces  his 
own  development  as  a  cultural  worker 
with  striking  frankness  and  concludes, 
“My  art  will  always  get  better  as  I 
practice  it,  but  the  same  holds  true  for 
my  politics.  It  will  only  get  better  as  I 
practice  it.’’ 

A  short  story  by  Louis  Chu  explores  a 
young  mother’s  thoughts  while  detained 
with  her  family  by  the  immigration 
service.  Chu  unfolds  layers  of  emotions 
with  the  simple  speech  that  marked  his 
novel  Eat  a  Bowl  of  Tea: 

The  inspector  finally  let  go  of  May 


Jean  and.  cocking  his  head,  said  to  my 
husband,  “Say,  is  she  really  yours?" 

“My  wife  said  she  is,  "  snapped  my 
husband. 

And  we  all  laughed.  Well,  except  May 
Jean  and  me. 

Published  for  the  first  time,  “Bewil¬ 
dered”  is  one  of  Chu’s  earlier  works. 
Sensitive  charcoal  illustrations  are  pro¬ 
vided  by  Leon  Sun. 

Chinese  American  historian  Gordon 
Chang  commemorates  the  many  acts  of 
resistance  to  the  1882  Exclusion  Act  in 
“A  Time  to  Reclaim  Our  History.”  Our 
heritage  of  struggle  has  been  too  often 
overlooked,  says  Chang.  “It  is  time  that 
the  Chinese-as-hapless-victim  go  join 
the  happy-go-lucky-slave  and  other 
racist  conceptions.” 

Other  highlights  of  the  magazine 
include  Em  historicEil  analysis  of  land 
rights  in  Hawaii,  a  speech  on  Asian 
women  from  a  1981  conference  at  Mount 
Holyoke  College,  smd  a  two-page  photo 
essay  by  New  York  Chinatown’s  Corky 
Lee.  Interviews  with  director  Tisa  Chang 
Emd  actor/director  Mako  discuss  “Asism 
American  'Theatre— East  and  West 
Coast.” 

After  a  flurry  of  rumors,  East  Wind 
has  hit  the  scene.  Its  first  exploration 
into  Asian  America  opens  many  paths  to 
broader  cooperation  and  deeper  analy¬ 
sis.  'The  editors  of  East  Wind  welcome 
criticisms  and  suggestions  from  eiII 
readers  as  well  as  contributions  of 
writing,  artwork  or  advertisements.

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-AN  OPEN  LETTER  TO  JAPANESE  PRIME  MINISTER  ZENKO  SUZUKI- 


We  protest  in  the  strongest  terms  to  Prime  Minister  Zenko  Suzuki  the  recent 
revisions  in  Japan’s  history  textbooks  which  grossly  distort  the  nature  of 
the  Japanese  invasion  and  military  occupation  of  China  and  Soueast  Asia 
before  and  during  World  War  II. 

The  new  textbooks  describe  the  Japanese  invasion  as  an  "advance",  and  the 
Korean  uprising  against  Japan’s  repressive  colonial  rule  as  a  "riot".  These 
revisions,  concurrent  with  the  revival  of  right-wing  militarism  in  some 
segments  in  Japan,  clearly  suggest  a  concerted  effort  is  being  mounted  to 
shirk  Japan’s  historical  role  as  an  aggressor  during  World  War  TI.  How  can 
Japanese  historians,  in  goad  conscience,  attempt  to  justify  the  ruthless 
massacre  of  300,000  Chinese  civilians  in  Nanking  (Rape  of  Nanking)  in  1937? 

We  condemn  Education  Minister  Heiji  Ogawa  and  Education  Vice-Minister  Tetsuo 
Misumi  for  their  shameful  efforts  to  defend  their  approval  of  these 
textbooks  and  for  their  deceitful  attempts  to  delay  the  prompt  correction  of 
the  distortions.  . 

We  believe  the  genuine,  constructive  friendship  between  the  Japanese  and 
Chinese  people  should  be  based  on  mutual  understanding,  respect  and  honesty, 
not  on  deception  about  either  the  present  or  the  past. 

We  demand  a  public  apology  from  the  Japanese  Government.  We  also  demand  that 
the  Japanese  Government  correct  the  misrepresentation  in  the  textbook  immediately. 
Lastly,  let  us  remind  you  that  the  advance  of  human  civilization  is  based  on 
people’s  ability  to  learn  from  the  past.
